Applicant's invention of a connector assembly comprising a base plate with bores having 
contacts and also having holes, which do not contain contacts. The holes are of a different shape 
than the bores and are arranged in such a way that difference in coefficient of thermal expansion 
of in two lateral direction is reduced. All the elements taken together, are not found in one single 
or combination of prior arts, and hence the case is allowable.
